SHANXI CADRE'S PROMOTION VIOLATES 'GUIDING PRINCIPLES'

[Article: "Party Committee of Xishan Mining Bureau Violates Funda- 
mental Principles in Cadre's Promotion") 





{Text} Shanxi Province's TAIYUAN RIBAO on 3 July published e letter 
from reader Zhou Xiaoping [0719 1420 5493] and an investigative report 
by a reporter criticizing the party commirtee of the Xishan Mining 
Bureau for its handling of the case of Yang Xu [2799 3563), depury 
secretary of the party commiitee of the Baijiazhuang mine and con- 
currently director of the mine, who made mistekes but did not edmit 
them. Not only did the party committee not provide him with education 
through criticism, but it took the incorrect step of promoting him so as 
to motivate his "enthus.asm." 


The reader's letter said that the Yishan Mining Bureau reacted strongly 
after SHANXI RIBAO published a letter on 21 July of last year 
disclosing that Yang Xu, deputy secretary of the Raijiazhuang mine 

of the Xishan Mining Bureau and concurrently director of the mine, had 
taken charge of his son's extravagant wedding and collected a large 
amount of money and gifts, and that his son had broken the right leg of 
Ma Xiaoxing [7456 1420 5281), a worker at the Quandi mine, while driving 
a production vehicle to move things for the wedding. Cadres and che 
masses felt angry with Yang Xu for the way he handled his son's extrav- 
agent wedding, and with his son for his action in driving the car and 
injuring a worker. Learning that newspapers had criticized this matter, 
the party committee of the Xishan Mining Bureau approved the decision 

of the party committee of the Baijiazhuane mine to give Yang Xu a 
serious reprimand within the party as punishmenc. 


After being punished, Yang Xu had a very great conflict with his 
personal feelings. The party committee of the Aishan Mining Bureau 

not only did not provide Yang Xu with an education through criticism, 
however, but it took the measure of promoting him from deputy secretary 
to secretary so as to motivate his “enthusiasm.”

The letter hoped that the newspaper would appeal to the relevant highe: 
authorities in order that the persons involved in the matter might | 
punished severely, 


The "Investigative Reporter" of TAIYUAN RIBAO believed the matt 
closed by Zhou Xiaoping to be basically true. 


Since the bad situation had resulted from Yang Xu's sponsoring of his 
son's extravagant wedding, the party committee of the Baijiazhuang 

mine reluctantly had to handle the watter. They used the argument that 
Yang Xu had done "some good work in inspection," and on 5 June 19 Tt 
him a serious reprimand within che party as punishment. The party con 
mittee of the Xishan Mining Bureau approved this punishment and decided 
that half of the medical expenses of more than 2,300 yuan for Ma 
Xiaoxing's stay in the hospital would be paid by Yang Heping [2799 0735 
1627], son of Comrade Yang Xu. On 23 August of the same year, the 
Preparatory Department of the Taiyuan Municipal Party Committee's 
Discipline Investigation Committee conducted a criticism by issuing a 
bulletin citing Comrade Yang Xu's mistakes. 


As a leading cadre of party members Comrade Yang Xu should have 
accepted the lesson. done his work wel! and redeemed his errors by 

good deeds. But he had a very great conflict with his personal feelings. 
On one occasion, a comrade of the bureau's dis« ipline investigation 
department visited him and taiked with him, and found his attitude to 

be very arrogant. As regards repayment of the gift money, his wife 

said: ‘Once punished, there will be no spanking; once spanked, ther: 
will be no punishing. Having been punished, we should not have to 

repay the gift money.” The bureau's party committee decided that hal 
of Ma Xiaoxing's medical expenses would be deducted from Yang Heping's 
monthly wage, and the deduction would be 5 yuan per month. Tha’ 5 

say, the medical expenses of |,150 yuan would be deducted in full by the 
end of this century. 


After 5 months, with Comrade Yang Xu not having admitted his mistake, 

the party committee of the Xishan Mining Bureau promoted him from deputy 
secretary to secretary of the mine's party committee. The cadres and 
masses of this bureau and its subordinate mines voiced different opinions 
about this matter. They said: "Punished by a ready tongue and promoted 
atter several months, thus getting both riches and honor, is really not 
bad!" 


The editor of TAIYUAN RIBAO pointed out in his comment: Some comrades 
have found many arguments for the promotion of Comrade Yang Xu. 

one: ‘This comrade has a very strong working abil ty." Could it possi- 
bly be that one's strong working ability can cance! out the mistake one 
has made? And be promoted before the mistake is admitted? Said another 
"A comrade who made a mistake will not be doomed to death." Could it 
possibly be that a leading cadre will not be doomed to death only if 





he is "placated” by promotion after he has made a mistake? Said another: 
"The Xishan Mining Bureau has the autonomy to promote cadres." Could 

it possibly be that they can violate the fundamental principles of the 
party and do as they please after having autonomy? These so-called 
arguments lose their convincing nature and also violate the "guiding 
principles." It is suggested that, relying on the "guiding principles" 
and on the party constitution, units and departments in charge earnestly 
investigate and seriously handle this matter so as to be stern and 
impartial with party discipline and to set aright the party's style of 
doing things.

[Text] When discussing this matter, we must first tell a story about 
Comrade Liu Shaoqi's careful handline of a party member's request [or 
reinstatement, 


[t was March 1942 and Comrade Shaoqi, on the march back to Yan'an, had 
reached Zhoucun, where the Huaihai District Party Committee was located 
at the time. One day, a comrede came looking for Comrade Shaoqi with 
an appeal concerning his party membership. This comrade had joined the 
party during the first revolutionary civil war, was later imprisoned 
and after his release from prison had never been able to reestablish 
his membership credentials. After the Sino-Japanese War broke out and 
the New Fourth Army entered northern Jiangsu, he tock the initiative 

to request reinstatement of his membership credentials. Because this 
had not been resolved, he went directly to Comrade Shaoqi. Comrade 
Shaoqi, who was listening to a report at the time, immediately told 

Liu Gang (0491 1511] to go and take care of him. They discovered that 
after he was released from prison, there were some key questions which 
no one had been able to verif; After Comrade Shaoqi understood the 
Situation, he said solemmiy to Liu Gang: “Questions of party member- 
ship concern a person's political life, and we must treat them seriously 
and show them our greatest concern. You have the obligation to care- 
fully hear his appeal with a comradely attitude and help him resolve 
this question in accordance with certain principles." Liu Gang heard 
the comrade's appeal again, wrote a detailed report and sent it to 
Comrade Shaogi. Late at night, after he had carefully read the report 
and materials related to the appea!, Comrade Shaoqi said, "We certainly 
should help him get a solution to this problem. Bit right now | cannot 
handle this matter as a representative of the organization on my own. 
There are some things which the Huaihai District Committee cannot resolve 
but which must be dealt with by the Central China Bureau. At the same 
time, there are some questions which must undergo thorough and careful 





investigation before a conclusion can be reached." Comrade Siioul supe 
gested that the Central China Bureau conscientiously conducc an iiveaci~ 
gation on the basis of this comrade's appeal and related materia ana 
deal with it in accordance with principles, Later, after repea 

study, the Central China Bureau clarified this comrade's \iiistory ond 
restored his party membership. 


The point of the story is that thoroughly safeguarding che risi\os of 
party members is a question which the older generation of proletarian 
revolutionaries regards very seriously and is an excellent trad on of 
our party. Of course, this story ie only about safeguarding the varty 
member's right of appeal. Party members have many rights The party 


constitution passed by the Seventh and Eighth National Congresses made 
specialized stipulations with regard to the rights and obligations vo! 
party members--the party constitution passed by the Eighth Cons cess 
being the most detailed. The “guiding principles" passed by che Sth 
plenary session of the llth Party Central Committee stipulated thot the 
important rights of party members are as follows: regarding pa 


work, a party member has the right to participate in discussions at party 
meetings and in the party press on the formulation and implementation of 
party policy; if a party member has a different opinion concern. party 
direction, policies or resolutions he can raise it at party meetings 

and can also make an oral or written report directly to ail yas of 
the party organization, even to the Central Committee; a party member 
has the right to criticize any organization or individual at a oacty 
meeting; a party member has the right to propose the recal! or reassign- 
ment of a cadre who has committed a serious error and refuses to  orrect 
it, or who is not competent. As for dealing with questions reiet ag to 
the party member himself and others, the "guiding principles’ stim ate 


that a party member has the right to make a declaration, appea 


accusation or defense at a party meeting or to upper echelons of the 
party, even to the Central Committee; the party organ’ zation mist con- 
form to the individual's view with regard to its appraisa! mc lusions 
or disciplinary decisions. When disciplinary decisions are co be sade, 
under ordinary conditions the individual in question shouid »%e noti ied 
to attend the meeting. That is to say, a party member has t wht to 
demand that he attend the meeting, and on the spot or afterward 6 can 


state his opinion, etc. 


Safeguarding the rights of party members against infringemen* 
necessary condition for making the party's political life hee 

making the party's democratic atmosphere active, mobilizing 

tiative and creativity of the broad party membership and gua onceeing 


the thorough implementation of the party's line, directions an. policies. 
For many years, life within the party has not been very norma! and the 
rights of party members have not had the appropriate safeguards Par- 


ticularly during the 10 years when Lin Biao and the "gang of four were 
running rampant, the personal safety of party members was not sate- 
guarded, not to mention their rights! At that time, party member: 
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be criticized and reeducated; ‘if the infringement of the party member's 


rights is serious, he should be subjected to party discipline. Second, 
each member of the Communist Party must correctly exercise the rights of 
a party member. Simultaneous with the exercise of his own riphce. che 
party member cannot depart from the fulfillmenc of his obligatione. To 
understand correctly and deal with the relationship between rights and 
obligations, one should respect party discipline. One cannot tse the 
fact that party members have the right to different opinions with regard 
to party directions, policies and resolutions as a pretext for not 


carrying them out and for going one's own way. Carrying out party 
policies and the resolutions of party organizations is one of the perty 
member's important obligations. Each party member can express his 
opinion within the party organization and at party meetings, bui once 

a resolution has been made he must follow it and carry it out uncondi- 
tionally. When carrying it out, if he encounters new conditions or 
problems, he can only relay themto the party organization and put forth 
his suggestions for reconsideration. A party member cannot chink that 
he has the right to make a declaration, apnea’, or accusation to any 
first-level party organization right up to the Central Conmirttee and 
thus need not seek truth from facts but can distort or conceal the 

true nature of the facts. Framing someone else is not permitted 
Character assassination is also serious and should be dealt with 
severely, in accordance with party regulations and the lews of the 
state. 


Infringing on the rights of a party member is a violation of party 
regulations. Party organizations at all levels should carefully safe- 
guard the rights of party members against infringement, and shouid 
struggle against all behavior which infringes on party members’ rights. 
To safeguard the rights of party members, leadership cadres at all levels 
should play a leading role as modeis. In the fast, the rights of party 
members were stipulated in the party constitution, but for a time they 
were not respected; one important reason was that some leadership cadres 
lacked a democratic workstyle and even trampled on the rights of party 
members capriciously. Party cadres should thus take a lesson from this 
and fully develop democracy, strengthen the concept of the legal system 
and party discipline and protect the rights of party members from 
infringement.

BETTER EDUCATION, TRAINING FOR CADRES URGENTLY NEEDED

[Text] As representatives of overseas Chinese who are anxious to see 
the early realization of the four modernizations in mainland China, 

we always want to say something disappointing to the CCP officiale and 
unpleasing to their ears. We also went to comment on what has happened 
in mainland China [from a position of “impassionate observers” rather 
than as biased party officials--observers who have achieved a relatively 
deep understanding of the West, ite history and ite current develop- 
ments, and who can assess the so-called modernization in concrete terms. 


Thanks to a series of reforms by the Deng faction, a booming market has 
appeared in rural China where peasants can now enjoy a jigher standard 
of living and ration cards are no longer needed to buy pork, which has 
been in short supply since the Great Leap Forward. But a booming 
agricultural market alone cannot guarantee the realization of the four 
modernizations, as was the case before liberation and the launching 

of the “people's commune movement." Past experience teaches us that 
agriculture and agricultural trade are bound to suffer setbacks if they 
are regulated; they will propser and produce quick economic results if 
related restrictions are lifted. For this reason, we want to advise 
chat no one in mainland China should be dazed by this form of economic 
boom, which may prevent people from seeing the true stumbling block to 
the “four modernizations." 


Labor and Knowledge Create the World 


Engels said that labor creates not only man but also the world as well. 
This is true. But over the past 30 years, the Chinese Communist of fi- 
cials have persistently pinpointed “labor” as physical labor rather 
than "mental labor"; they have frenetically driven professionals to 
perform manual labor at cadre schools and on farms in the name of 
“reform through labor." This is indeed a serious mis!interpretation 

of Marxism by the Chinese Communist authorities. 





The fact that labor creates not only wan but alao the world actus 
derives from the truth that knowledge creates man and the worl’. The 
reason is that man derives hie wisdom through labor; he then applies 
{wiedom) to create and improve his manual Coole and to cre.ovate them 

80 48 to create more material weaith, Today's world and the macerial 
and spiritual civilizations have come about through such 4 process 

of endless evolution and improvement. Gorillas use stones and twiga to 
trike beasts, and leaves and bamboo Co scoop up ante as food, We 

can also refer to thie as a form of labor. Had ape stopped makina 
progress from che stage of simple manual labor and failed to use tis 
brain power to create and improve manual tools, it could never have 
evolved into man, Therefore, it can be said that the human race aad 

the world in which it lives were created by knowledge rather than by 
labor. Unfortunately, during the past 20 years, from 1957 to 197’, 

the Chinese Communist authorities have consistently implemented © poliey 
against intellectuals; they have regarded knowledge as a root cause of 
sin, and have made vast numbers of intelli ctualse the targets o° dictator- 
ship. Intellectuals have been suppressed, Kicked out of office, purged 
and remolded, Like a poisonous vine, thie 20-year-old oolicy has reaped 
bitter fruit and has caused great damage to China This bitter fruit 

is now being casted not only by the Chinese Communist authorities then- 
selves but aiso by 900 million Chinese people as wel’. Although today, 
as the chanting of four modernizations reverberates throughout China, 
the Chinese Communist authorities have come to recognize this poltcy 

as a mistake, their assesement of thie mistake remains far from thorough. 
In the face of this fact, we have no alternacive but to point out with 
candor that their past enti-intellectual policy is not only wrong but 
elso an out-and-out reactionary measure ther is contrary ‘co the laws 

of nature and science. 


Cadres' Low Level of Education 


During the feudal era, almost all cabinet members came from nobie 
families. Commoners, however able and competent, were barred ‘rom 
assuming important official posts. As soon ae the civil service examina- 
tion system was initiated by the Tang Dynasty, the social status o° 
schoiars surged forward steadily. Under this system, an articie which 
passed the examination could immediately bring fame and fortune to its 
writer. This later touched off an abnormal trend of thought in soc ety, 
characterized by a popular slogan, “Nothing is nobler than learning.” 
Since the Chinese Communist Party [CCP] came to power, it hae broken 
with this tradition through a policy to expel almost a)! intellectuals 
from public office and drive them to hard labor. The civil service 
examination is nonexistent in mainland Chine today. Admission to ‘he 
party is more difficult for applicants who are inteilectuals than it 

is for others. Even if intellectuals are admitted to the party, they 
will not be placed in charge of any specific sections or departments: 
the best they can get are positions as advisers and consultents. This 
being the case, the cabinet has been dominated by country pumpkins with 
intellectuals serving as their janitors cleaning latrines end spittoons. 
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All visitors to mainland China who have had business contacts with cadres 
have left China convineed that almost ali CCP cadres were poorly informed 
and lacked not only professional knowledge but also common sense aa well, 
Although they have brought back with them such information on CCP 

cadres, they have never confided it to other overseas Chinese, for fear 
of being called rumormongers who disseminate information without statia- 
tical data or concrete figures to back it up, Now, since this tnformation 
has been confirmed by CCP authorities themselves, no one hae any alterna- 
tive but to believe it. On 1 Jume 1950, RED FLAG No 11 carried an 
article by its contributing commentator entitled "Be Promoters in the 
Reform of the Structure of the Revolutionary Cadre Contingent." 


This article reveals: "At present, apart from a number of cadres who 
have acquired some professional knowledge and technical skills, and 
therefore their cultural and scientific levels are relatively high, 
generally speaking, the scientific and cultural level of all other 

cadres is low and their technical skills fall behind the desired 
standards. An investigation of leading group members in various local- 
ities has revealed that very few of them reach the cultural and scientific 
levels of college graduate; none of the heads of many provincial, pre- 
fectural and county party committees graduated from college; a con- 
siderable number of cadres at the provincial and county levels are pri- 
mary school graduates. The percentage of professionals among the leading 
group members who are proficient in business operations and management 
and who know science and art is relatively emall. Of the leading members 
of some enterprises, only one or two have acquired production skills. 
This shortage of speciali- od personnel in various other departments is 
more alarming." 


Although everyone knows that the educational level of CCP cadres is low, 
no one could have imagined that they are so incredibly low. Had the 
aforementioned information appeared in DONG XI FANG instead of RED FLAG, 
we would have been accused of being rumormongers. Since this was 
disseminated by RED FLAG, we think that it is 100 percent crue. Of 

all the cadres during the early days of liberation, only a few high-level 
leaders had received a higher education; the great majority were made up 
of worker-peasant-soldier cadres whose educational levels were low. This 
was no surprise to us. But the fact that the educational level of cadres 
remains as low today as it was 30 years ago is a consequence for which 
the CCP authorities should hold themselves responsible. How can 

cadres of such low cultural standing lead the program for the “four 
modernizations’? Since the problem of cadres has been further con- 
firmed and identified by the CCP authorities as the biggest obstacle to 
the development of the four modernizations--as was predicted by foreign 
scholars long ago--they should now unhesitatingly nake it a task of prime 
importance to take etfective measures to remove this obstacle. This 
problem will remain unsolved if such measures are interpreted merely as 

a cosmetic effort to pour old wine into a new bottle. 








The problem of cadres holds the key to al! other problems, The ‘four 
modernigations” are hopeless if this problem is not solved promptly. 
It ia indeed unthinkable to entrust the adminiatratlon of such compli- 
cated industrial production processes to frontline leading cadres with 
4 primary education background. Nor can anyone belteve that they are 
able to handle the frequentiy changing foreign trade Lransactions and 
coordinate complicated relations between different trades and profesa- 
sions. During the past 20 years, the people in mainland Chine ave 
been fed up with the propaganda campaigns outrageously exaggerating 
achievements, with subjective orders issued by higher authoricies to 
lower units without bearing any purpose in mind, and with chose uncon= 
firmed myths of annual increases in production which are too numerous 
to mention here, Although the CCP's ultraleft Line was the culprit 

of all these wrongdoings, cadres should also be blamed for their 

igno: ince, 


Anyone who has studied agriculture in college will wever believe the 
myth that "Grain output can reach 10,000 jin per mu of land.” Nor 

will he be so foolish as to practice the so-called "ciose planting 

in emall clusters" heavily spread with manure. No one who has studied 
metallurgy will believe that a "small blast furnace” can produce steel. 
No normal college student will agree that old illiterate workers and 
peasants can teach students anything or are able to run any college 
well. Since the CCP came to power, all scholars and experts have been 
under the threat of annihilation; they could not daringly speak out, 
nor were they in any position to advise. Under such circumstances, if 
any leader went crazy, he could throw the entire nation off the balance, 
Because CCP cadres are capable of any mischief, they can also cause 
untold damage to the people. 


Old Cadres Are Out of Touch with Reality 


CCP cadres are known not only for their low educational lLeve! but also 
for their “senility.” Leading cadres at the central level now range 

in age from 70 to 80, while local and basic-level cadres are also in 
the same age group. The aforementioned RED FLAG article aiso reveals: 
"The average age of cadres at provincial, prefectural and county levels 
is high. An investigation indicates that the average age of provincial 
party committee secretaries and deputy secretaries now exceeds 60; 
cadres who are older than 60 account for over 20 percent of all cadres 
at prefectural and municipal party committee levels; a large percentage 
of county party committee cadres are over 50. Many leading cadres are 
chronically ill and are nut physically fit to work 8 hours a day. They 
need constant hospitalization or medical care."" Demographers often list 
countries under the category of “senile” if their senior citizens aged 
60 or older exceed 10 percent of their population. They usually do so 
as a forewarning of an upcoming shortage of able-bodied labor. As far 
as Communist China is concerned, the "senility" of its cadres seems 

to pose a greater danger to its future than any “senility” of its 
population. 











Normaliy, old men are more apt than the young to reject new things, They 
are obsessed with the things of the past, and are more arrogant and over- 
bearing than people in other age groupe. Old cadres are also a major 
factor for low work efficiency and are good at practicing bureavcration, 
The low educational level and senility of ite cadres are twe of Compuntat 
China's major handicaps today. Now let ue aek: How can it inspire 


ite intellectuals and people to work hard if it etill wants to keep 
old and inept cadres in their present leading positions? With these 
cadres at the helm, how can it convince the people that the "four 


modernigations” can be accomp!]iahed’? 
Red Flag 


During the past 30 years, Communiet China hae been well aware of ite own 
maladies but has never taken effective measure to cure them, Although 
it knows that the “struggle against rightiete," the “people's commune 
movement,” the "Great Leap Forward,” and the policies on education and 
intellectuals it has adopted over the past 20 or 30 years have all been 
wrong, it has never made any effort to correet them. It even did not 
notice that they were all mistakes until the "10-year catastrophe” was 
over. 


Although today Communist China is well aware that the problem of cadres 
poses the most serious obstacle to the "four modernizgations,” can it 
display the courage and determination to eradicate it or take effective 
measures to solve this problem once and for all? We do not think it 
can, if it uses the following medicine prescribed by RED FLAG as a solu- 
tion to the problem of cadres: 


1. “It is necessary to break with the idea of seniority and to select 
and appoint middle-age and young cadres, including intellectuals, to 
important posts. Olid comrades are required, as a task of prime impor- 
tance, to train successors for the revolution.” 


2. “It is necessary to break with the idea that experts cannot act as 
leading cadres." 


3. Industrial units ust put into practice a system in which adminis- 
trative heads are held responsible for the operation of factories under 
the leadership of the party committees, In this connection, RED FLAG 
said: “What harm can be done if we consult with experts on professional 
matters and special technical problems under the leadership of the party? 
Is it true that we can save ourselves a iot of trouble if we let experts 
act as our guide in the development of science, of which we know very 
little?” 


This medicine prescribed by RED FLAG can in no way help the patient 
cure his disease, although it will do him no harm i- he swallows it, 
This prescription gives the people the impression that the CCP Central 





Committee is neither prepared to soive the prob lem of cadres sor datere 
mined co reform the related system, We draw thie coneluaion from the 
following facte: 


Firat, thus far, Communist China atil!l regards intellectuals ae ‘allen 
elements” rather than as its own people. it is willing to let intel- 
lectuals act only as "guides" rather than ae “leaders”; it ie willing 
to permit inteliectuals to handle only technical problema rather chan 
political and administrative matters, In short, ic fs still unwilling 
to place intellectuals in any position of authority or let them take 
charge of any special projects. in the CCP's eyes, intellectuals remain 
“draft beaste" and useful tools, 


Intellectuals in mainiand China have been used and cheated for 40 
years. Are they still willing to be used today? Can the CCP inspire 
them to work hard just by dangling sweet promises before their eyes? 
Their response is certainly negative. 


"Technical affairs," “administrative affairs," and "political offairs" 
are closely related and therefore cannot be separated. In the past, the 
CCP has consistently tried to separate "technical matters” from »po.- 
itics.” Thirty vears of practice have proved this method to be 


infeasible. 


Second, the CCP has never tried to thoroughly reform the cadre system. 
For example, it has entrusted the "training of successors” to nobody 
but “old comrades." At present, except for the “cream of the revolu- 
tion, which is composed of a tew knowledgeable centrai- and provincial- 
level frontline leaders, all other leading cadres are old men known 
for their low educational level and ineptitude. Can they select and 
train competent persons as successors to the revolution? An anctent 
proverb says: Without Bo Luo [0130 2867], there would have been ro 
horses that can run 1,000 miles in a day. This does not mean that no 
such horses existed before his birth. It means that such horses need 
people to discover them. If a horse which can run 1,000 miles falis 
into the hands of an inept horse trader, he wil! creat it just like 
any other horse and will probably use it as a draft animal. Ti is 
quite iikely that as a result of misuse or torture, a horse than cen 
run 1,000 miles will turn out to be a sick and old horse. This is what 
has happened to mainland China over the past 30 years. luring this 
period, a large number of talented people were sentenced to prison 
terms on false charges. Although they have been freed from jatl, they 
are no longer horses than can run 1,000 miles but old and sick people. 
The CCP has talked about and carried out the “training of successors" 
for 20 years. It has made it a policy that “successors to the revolu- 
tion” should be trained by old comrades. But when this policy was 
carried out by that "old comrade" Mao Zedong, he produced Lin Biso and 
the gang of four as his successors. Practice proves that the "train- 
ing of successors” by old comrades has failed. Today, Communist China 





still pergiete in thie method which, we are sure, will sooner or later 
fail again, This aleo indicates that the Chinese Communist authorities 
atill atick to the beaten track and atill hesitate to break with old 
and obsolete regulations, 


Free Choice of Professions la Vital to Reform 


We believe that the cadre system should be reformed so that the contin- 
gent of cadres can be replenished with experts and fresh blood, But 
this reform should not be carried out in a way that just poure old wine 
into a new bottle, it calls for sacrifices or major surgery. To 
accomplish this reform, the CCP has to retire these old and inept 
cadres; it may have to retire over 80 percent of them in the next few 
years, Only in this way can it replenish the contingent of cadres 
with experts and fresh blood, We suggest the following prescription 
for this purpose. 


First, Yugoslav and Romanian cadre systems, which separate the party 
from the government and provide for genuine democratic elections in 
factories and enterprises, may merit emulation by the CCP. Under these 
systems, only competent and able cedres are elected and appointed to 
official posts; those who cannot do a good job have to step down and 
yield their posts to others; no one who is found incompetent can keep 
his job for the rest of his life. 


Second, the educational background systems in Britain and the United 
States may be useful to mainland China today. Under these systems, the 
promotion of cadres is based on their educational level. If anyone 
wants to be promoted and his educational level cannct meet the require- 
ments, he will have to spend his spare time studying hard until he 
reaches that educational level and passes a relevant examination. Like 
democratic elections, the educational background system is not perfect 
but merits our recommendation. We believe that today in mainland China, 
where knowledge and educational levels are not highly valued, the educa- 
tiona! background system should be reinstated as a measure to correct 
past mistakes in this respect 


Third, free choice of occupation is necessary. Everyone should enjoy 
the freedom to look for jobs and the freedom to quit. During the past 
30 years, intellectuals in Communist China, including both ordinary 
experts and noted scholars, have been deprived of the freedom to choose 
their occupations. This is probably the main reason why they have been 
despised by cadres. This employment system has left them no choice 
but to listen to the personne] departments and obey their orders. They 
must report to work wherever they are assigned, nc matter whether they 
like it or not. if their assignments do not suit cheir occupations, 
thev still have to bear with them. They have no right to protest 

any unfairness, nor have they the right to petiton for changes. 
Administrative cadres and leading cadres do not have to pay those 





protessionals under their command any respect, because they have no 
other choice but to stay where they are. The leadership wil! use them 
whenever they are needed; it will ignore them when they are not needed, 
Many experts have been ignored and forgotten tor over |0 years, until 
they become too old and too weak to work, 


If intellectuals can have the freedom to choose their jobs and the 
freedom to quit, personnel officials and party cadres may have no 
alternative but to pay intellectuals due respect. Otherwise, they 
cannot get any job done without these intellectuals as their assistants. 


If this 30-year-old system of tight control over employment is suddenly 
lifted, some chaos may ensue. But stability is bound to emerge in the 
wake of chaos. It seems that everyone under the capitalist system 
feels free to change his job. Although this capitalistic system of 

free choice of jobs may cause confusion, it is actually controlled by 
the law of supply and demand, which automatically guarantees the stabil- 
ity of the social order. If the CCP wants to reform its cadre system 
and structure, it must be well prepared to straighten out any chaos that 
such reform may bring. In conclusion, we do not want anything Chet we 
have said here to offend any high-ranking persons in mainland China.

PARTY OFFIC.sAL SCORED FOR PUTTING HIMSELF ABOVE THE LAW

‘Official’ or the Law?" 


[Text] "Which is superior, the official or the law?" We have often 
heard such an inquiry. People have all kinds of opinions about this 
Some say that the law is of course superior, because the law of our 
country represents the will and interests of the working class and the 
vast laboring people, whereas "officials" are only the people's public 
servants. ‘Officials" also have to obey the law, so of course the law 
is superior. Others say that the law is of course superior according to 
logic, but in real life the "official" is oftentimes superior. ‘This is 
because law enforcement agencies are led by "officials" and are often 
dominated by them. 


Not long ago, there was a report in the FAZHI BAO [JOURNAL OF LEGAL SYS- 
TEMS AND INSTITUTIONS] concerning Comrade Zhou Zongshuang [0719 1350 7175], 
who was chief procurator of the people's procuratorate of Fuding County, 
in Fujian Province. Because Zhou insisted on disposing of cases accord~ 
ing to the law and did not follow the erroneous views of Comrade Ji Zhiii 
[1213 1807 4539], secretary of the Fuding County Party Committee, he in- 
curred attacks and was dismissed and transferred to a different post. 
After reading this report, we are very surprised and are also very indig- 
nant! The Central Committee has repeatedly, through decrees and declara- 
tions, stressed that affairs must be handled according to the law. Hov 
is it then this Comrade Ji 7hili, secretary of the county party committee, 
should so disregard the law! 


The history of this episode is as follows: there was a certain worker 
named Zhang in the Fuding County Agricultural Machinery Factory who re- 
quested an adjustment in the type of production work he was doing. When 
he was refused, he beat up the factory's party branch secretary, named Xue. 
Chang was detained by the public security bureau of the county. Xue was 
sent to the hospital, but because his injury was not serious, he was 








discharged from the hospital after a few days. County party committee 
secretary Ji Zhili maintained that Zhang muat be arrested and sentenced, 
County Chief lrocurator Zhou Zongehuang proceeded with a seriow investi- 
gation by organizing an investigation team, After the county procurator- 
ate met twice to discuss che matter, it waa found that Zhane's wrongdoing 
in beating up Xue was serious; however, because the consequences were not 
serious, i¢ was deemed unnecessary to arrest Zhang. The suggestion was 
that administrative disciplinary measuree be used [instead]. When Ji 
Zhili persisted in arresting Zhang and having him prosecuted, Zhou Zong- 
shuang submitted a report of Ji Zhili's viewe and the findings of the 
investigation to the branch procuratorate at Ningde Region and to the 
procuratorate of Fujian Province and asked for inetructione. The higher 
level procuratorates agreed with the decision not to arrest Zhang. This 
annoyed county perty committee secretary Ji 7hili, At a mase meeting he 
openly charged: ‘The procuratorate department's concept of the rule of 
law is not valid; it has not carried out the views of che county party 
committee"; and he added: "Zhou Zongshuang does not want the leadership 
of the party." He questioned Zhou: "Which is superior, the law or the 
secretary of the county party committee?" Subsequently, Zhou Zougshuang 
was relieved of his job and was sent to study at a party school. 


When the county chief procurator did not agree with the arrest of Zhang, 
he was following the stipulacions of the law and the results of group dis- 
cussions; he also had the approval of the higher level procuratorate 
Organs. His view was correct and legal; the view of county party committee 
secretary Ji Zhili was contrary to the legal stipulations. His was an 
individual, arbitrary decision. His openly spreading [the view chat) the 
county party committee secretary is superior to the law, his attack on 

the comrade who had persisted in handling he affairs according to the 
law, and his arbitrary dismissal of the chief procurator were even more 
erroneous. Article 23 of the Organic Law of the People's Procuratorate 
stipulates as follows: The chief procurator of the county people's pro- 
curatorate is elected and recalled vy the people's congress at the same 
level and is subject to the approval of the Standing Committee of the 
provincial people's congress through amotion brought by the chief procu- 
rator of the people's procuratorate at the same level, who should be 
informed. What authority did county party committee secretary Ji Zhili 
have in dismissing a county chief procurator’? When he did so, where was 
his respect for the law? 


Our party is the political party of the proletariat, and it is the ruling 
party. The party leads in all kinds of tasks, including of course procu- 
ratorial work and the administration of justice. There is no doubt about 
that. The question is how to realize the leadership of the party and how 
to proceed to lead. The leadership of the party io procuratorial work and 
in the administration of justice is through the different levels of party 
committees, from the Central Committee to the loca ities. In exercising 
leadership in procuratorial work and in the administration of ‘ustice, the

various party committees mainly have to follow the party's line, direct 


and policies; they do not have to be concerned with specific ‘asses, 4 
regard to some important, complicated, and influential cases, they can « 
course inquire; but an inquiry on the part of the party committee int: h 


cases has to observe two principles: (1) They must respect the facts «oa 
the law, and they must supervise the judicial organs so thar the latte: 
handle their affaira atrictly according to the law. (2) They muat cre 
divergent views correctly, and they must oppose individual arbitrary c« 
sions. Article 4 of the Organic Lawes of the People's Court stipulates 
"The people's court conducts trials independentiy, observing only the 
Article 9 of the Organic Law of the People's Procurartorate stipulates 

"The people's procuratorate independently carries out ite procurator.«) 
authority according to the stipulations of the law, and ie not subject

"The communist revolution is going to shatter most resolutely the ownership 
relations passed down from the past; not surprisingly, in its own process 

of development it proposes to shatter most resolutely various concepts 
passed down from the past.’ Shattering various concepts passed down from 
the past includes criticism of stale rules and habits of the old world and 
also includes reform of the self-education of the masses of the people 
aiming at the removal of the influence of old concepts. Our party has 
always paid a great deal of attention to the reform of such self-education 
within and outside the party ranks. In this regard, Comrade Mao Zedong held

ALR FORCE PLLOT TESTS NEW TYPE OF AIRCRAFT

(Text) The emergence of a new type of aircraft requires not only painstaking 
effort by its designer and arduous labor by those who build it, but also 
courage and resourcefulness on the part of the pilot who tests it and his 
willpower to dauntlessly scale the heights. Battalion [dadui 1129 7130] 
Commander Lu Mingdong [7773 7686 2639), of a certain air force unit, is one 
of these countless test pilots, 


This was what actually occurred at a test flight site: On the runway, with 
Lu Mingdong at the control, a high-speed fighter takes off. With a scream 
the aircraft thrusts straight up into the blue sky. As it pierces the upper 
air it suddenly begins to vibrate, just as a car does when it speeds over a 
rough and bumpy road. The jolting was highly dangerous, In the history of 
aviation, no one knows how many precedents there have been in which such 
vibrations have resulted in planes crashing and people being killed, But 

Lu did net panic, Coolly, he slowly cut back on the throttle, and as the 
aircraft's speed feel, the vibrations disappeared. 


The plane safely returned to the airfield. Technical personnel were amazed 
to see that the degree of vibration, as recorded by instruments aboard the 
aircraft, far exceeded the degree of tolerance for materials produced 
abroad. Although they carefully inspected the aircraft, they found all its 
systems to be functioning normally and could not discover the trouble, 


Then what was the source of the vibrations? Lu boldly suggested that he 

try to find out by making another flight. For the second time he flew the 
aircraft into the sky and, as expected, the vibrations recurred, but he 

was unable to find the cause, Therefore, he made yet another flight, during 
which he, at last, discovered a problem in the empennage. After a wind 
tunnel test confirmed that this was indeed the cause, the aircraft was 
iamediately improved. 


The news of Lu's three dashes through the vibration barrier quickly spread 
to a certain research institute and a certain aircraft manufacturing plant, 
where the technical personnel, their faces wreathed in smiles, all praised 
him: ‘Old Lu is truly a brave man!" 
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HOWever, Mere courage is not sufficient to scale the heights of selence; 
one must alao have a aclentifie attitude, 


The subjects for study during teat flights are varied, and they require 


both courage and resourcefulness. Lu aiwaye takes infinite pains in hin 
meticulously earnest approach toward them, Fiying an aircvafc at ite 
ma X Liam speed is a crucial test subject, Careful preparations must be made 


for such 4 teat, Based on ali his flighta and hia expertence, he, together 
with the commanding officer and the technical personnel, drawa up the flight 
plan, After each flight he sume up his experiences and gradually discerns 
some ecientific Laws, 


Ascending and again ascending, gaining speed and again gaining speed-- like 
the flight of an arrow or a fiash of lightning, Lu flies in the upper air 
at the maximum speed for which the aircraft is designed! 


The ‘filameout" point is that artifical point in speed at which an aircraft 
engine begins to sputter and vibrate. From testing, correct data are 
extracted that enable regulations insuring flight safety to be drawn up. 
If one were to go a little too far past this point, the engine would burn 
out and an accident would result, Lu flies precisely to this point, and 
from his tests come the correct data ‘hat insure that the engine will not 
be damaged. 


The "maximum stress" point is that point at which a plane pulls sharply out 
of a dive at high speed and begine climbing again; it is a test of the 
maximum ‘stress” an aircraft can bear, If the pilot were to pull the plane 
out of the dive a little too sharply, the wings would warp. Lu also 
performs this test just right. 


The reason he performs these tests ‘just right’ lies in his study-loving 
spirit. <A good horseman can master a thoroughbred, Lu understands that if 
a test pilot doesn't have a definite amount of aeronautical theory, 
technical knowledge, and practical experience, he cannot complete a 
formidable, complex test-flight assignment, Therefore, at every opportunity 
he earnestly studies aeronautical theory and the literature, both ‘hinese 
and foreign, of flight technology He attentively inquires and records in 
notes the subject of a test flight beforehand, If he runs into difficulty, 
he seeks counsel from personnel of the research institute, and only when he 
understands what was causing him difficulty does he go on with his studies, 
If an aircraft develops trouble, he goes to the hangar and learns from the 
technical personnel why it did so, familiarizing himself with the aircraft's 
structure, [In his notebook he records his analyses and conclusions concern- 
ing the time, location, conditions, and problems of each flight. He records 
in even more detail these flight tests on important subjects or those on 
which major trouble developed, Thus he has amassed a good deal of important 
material on special topics, 


Once a complex aerobatic maneuver was to be tested in flight, and the pilot 
selected for it was not Lu, But he thought: This test flight will be very 
difficult, If the somersault is not done well, then for 19 seconds there 





will be the danger of a crash, He felt that only he had the experience 

and underatanding needed for testing this type of aircraft, and ao he asked 
that he be allowed to make this flight test. Before the flight, he 
conactentiously studied the dynamics of the process of performing this 
aerobatic maneuver with this type of plane, leafed through his flight log, 
and consulted articles written by foreign test pilots on the subject of 
aerial somersaults. Afterward, he posed 18 questions to himself, repeatedly 
studied them, and then wrote down his answers one by one. He then practiced 
over and over again with a model of this aircraft, Only when he could 
swiftly give the correct answer to each question did he stop, 


In the end, the flight test invovling this complex aerobatic maneuver was 
successful! People around the control tower let out a cheer: ‘Old Lu has 
again made a ew contribution to the modernization of national defense!’
